The Securities and Exchange Commission issued an Order Instituting Proceedings 

(OIP) on March 20, 2014, pursuant to Section 203(f) of the Investment Advisers Act of 
1940.  A hearing is currently scheduled for April 14, 2014.   

 
Today, this Office received the Division of Enforcement’s Motion to Postpone 

Hearing and Schedule Prehearing Conference and Brief in Support (Motion), which 
represents that Respondent Aaron Jousan Johnson (Johnson) was served with the OIP on 
March 31, 2014, and requests that the hearing be postponed and a telephonic prehearing 
conference be held on April 22, 2014, at 9:30 a.m. EDT. 

 
Johnson’s Answer to the OIP is due twenty days after service of the OIP on him.  

See OIP at 3; 17 C.F.R. § 201.220(b).  If service was effected by mail, he has until April 
23, 2014, to file an Answer; otherwise, he has until April 21, 2014, to file an Answer.  
See OIP at 3; 17 C.F.R. § 201.160(b), .220(b).   

 
The Motion is GRANTED and it is ORDERED that the hearing is POSTPONED 

sine die, and a telephonic prehearing conference will be held on April 22, 2014, at 9:30 
a.m.
